Washington, March 26.—Weary of 
the gay Whirl of society and far** to 
face as she believed with years of 
physical suffering, Mrs. Pierre Loril- 
lard, Jr., aged forty-nine, wife of the 
tobacco magnate, committed suicide 
by asphyxiation at her home near the 
fashionable Du Pont circle in this 
city. 
H er tragic death has shocked ! 
the first social circle* of th e capital i 
as nothing else in years. 
The mem­ 
bers of the Lorlllard family, famous 
because of its wealth, are gathering 
here to mourn over the unexpected 
blow. 
In spite of the coroner's certi­ 
ficate of death by suicide, members 
of the family declare that Mrs. Loril- 
lard died of heart failure. 
The death was made more dramatic 
by occurring only a few hours after 
Mr. and Mrs. Lorlllard had been the 
guests of Mrs. Townsend on Massa­ 
c h u s e t t s avenue r.t a dinner given in 
honor of Lady Paget.

Pittsburg, March 26.—Fearing for 
the safety of their prisoners if they 
were taken to Sharon or the county 
seat at Mercer, officers brought James 
H. Boyle and his wife, accused of kid­ 
napping Willie Whitla, to the Alle­ 
gheny county jail here. 
The prison­ 
ers were’ guarded In their car by six­ 
teen detectives and officers. 
The carvwas kept securely locked 
and no one was granted admission to 
the car except a few newspaper men. 
It was the unanimous opinion of the 
officers that it would be safer not to 
take any chances by exposing their 
prisoners to the wrath of the Sharon 
populace. 
On the arrival of the train here the 
prisoners were placed in an automo­ 
bile and rushed to the county jail. 
Boyle was manacled and guarded by 
two detectives, but the woman was al­ 
lowed to walk quietly beside an offi­ 
cer. 
Mrs. Boyle chatted quite freely 
with the officers and seemed to be in 
a happy frame of mind. 
The arrival of the chief participants 
In the celebrated kidnapping case was 
not generally expected here and only 
a small crowd was at the station when 
the train drew In. 
However, the news 
spread rapidly and quite a crowd sur­ 
rounded the automobile before It left 
the depot. 
Mrs. Boyle turned to In­ 
spector 
Lawrence 
Bartley 
and 
re­ 
marked ; 
"This is quite an ovation.** 
The Inspector replied: 
"We always give the people an ova­ 
tion when they arrive in Pittsburg.” 
On the arrival at the jail, Mrs. 
Boyle looked around and said: 
"This looks a little better than 
Cleveland, anyway.” 
It is the intention of the officers to 
keep their prisoners in the jail here 
for several days and at some time 
when the public is not expecting it to 
remove them to the Mercer county 
jail, where they will he kept till the 
grand jury convenes the third week In 
April. 
Eoyle and his wife have made it 
easy for the officers by waiving extra­ 
dition papers and coming voluntarily 
to 
Pennsylvania. 
They 
have 
also 
waived formal arraignment, which will 
admit of their being taken to Mercer 
direct without being taken first to 
Sharon for arraignment. 
Coming down on the train Boyle 
talked freely but tho woman talked 
little and refused to give any clew 
to her past. 
She stated, however, 
that she came originally from Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y.

GOERKE BREAKS THE RECORD i 


Motorcyclist Goes Sixty-nine M iles in 
Less Than an Hour. 
Daytona, Fla., March 26.—The third 
day’s 
tournam ent 
of the 
Daytona 
Beach races was confined almost ex­ 
clusively to motorcycle and bicycle 
races, there being only two automobile 
races, the Daytona handicap, which 
was run twice, a distance of four 
miles each. 
The principal feature of the day’s 
events was the breaking of the world's 
one hour motorcycle record by Wal­ 
ter Goerke of Brooklyn, N. Y., who 
covered 69 miles in 58:25%. 
The

St. Paul, M arch 26.—M embers of 
the Ramsey delegation In the house 
by moving for th e Indefinite postpone­ 
m ent of the Rowe bill paved the way 
for a bill which will prevent the lo­ 
cation of any packing plant w here it 
will become a nuisance to the state in­ 
stitutions 
w ithout 
laying 
St. 
Paul 
open to the charge th at it Is hindering 
(he establishm ent In this state of an 
industry th a t would be of benefit to 
the stock in terests of the Northw est. 
The delegation at first considered 
amending the Rowe bill, but they con­ 
cluded th a t it would be better policy 
to introduce a new bill. 
So when the 
bill came up as a special order C. E. 
Stone moved th a t the bill be p o st­ 
poned indefinitely. 
The house agreed 
to his m otion unanimously. 
It was a g reat disappointm ent to the 
hundreds of people who thronged the 
galleries to hear the debate on the 
bill, but good news to the m em bers 
of the house, who have grown tired of 
hearing argum ents on bills on which 
they have th eir m inds made up long 
before. 
The Ram sey delegation had a m eet­ 
ing with the citizens’ committee. 
At 
first it was decided to make a fight 
and try to have attached to the bill 
the am endm ent proposed by A. K. 
W are, which prohibits the location of 
any slaughter house within two and a 
half miles of the university or any of 
its colleges and within five m iles 
without the approval of the state 
board of health. 
This would perm it 
Armour to locate on the proposed site 
if he could show the board of health 
th at no evil results would follow. 


Decided Upon a New Bill. 
But later the delegation came to the 
conclusion th a t m any of the people in 
the country were opposed to the Rowe 
bill, even if it w ere entirely am end­ 
ed. 
T here seem s to be a general im­ 
pression throughout the state th at the 
Rowe bill would prevent the location 
of a packing plant here. 
So the dele­ 
gation thought they would stand a 
better chance w ith an entirely new 
bill, which gave the state board of 
health the power to regulate slaugh­ 
ter houses and condemn them it they 
should become offensive to the educa­ 
tional institutions or residences of any 
city. 
This way the interests of St. 
Paul and Southeast Minneapolis would 
he protected because Armour could 
locate at the proposed site only in 
case it is really tru e th at he can pro­ 
duce a packing plant which will not 
be offensive and obnoxious to the peo­ 
ple living in the vicinity. 
Moved by the fear that fu rth er 
railway ra te legislation at this tim e 
would have a disastrous effect on the 
present rate cases, the senate failed 
to pass Senator Cashm an’s distance 
tariff bill, although it received tw enty- 
ty-three votes, some of the m ost emi- 
1 tn t attorneys of the body voting for 
It. 
Form er A ttorney General E. T. 
Young, who has charge of the present 
rate cases for th e state, was quoted 
in the debate as strongly opposed to 
further legislative action until th e 
present cases are disposed of. 
This 
was em phasized by several of. the 
speakers against the bill and undoubt­ 
edly had considerable influence on the 
vote. 
Railway Commission Scored. 
The railw ay and warehouse com m is­ 
sion t ame in for a round scoring by 
several senators from the southern 
part of the state whose constituents 
they insist have been suffering under 
discrim inatory rates in the shipm ent 
of freight. 
The house passed the bill providing 
a stam p tax of I cent on each $100 of 
sales or agreem ents to Stell on board 
of trade and cham bers and commerce, 
Introduced 
by 
B urdette T hayer 
of 
Spring Valley. 
The vote was 72 to 
43. 
The house com m ittee on taxes and 
tax laws killed the Spooner bill, sub­ 
m itting to the people th e question of 
a 6- per cent gross earnings tax on 
railroads, instead of the present 4 
per cent tax. 
One reason advanced 
for the action was th at railroad taxes 
affected ra te s and would have some 
Influence on th e freight rate suits 
pending in the courts. 
The railroad 
commission and th e attorney, general’s 
office w ere understood to be opposed 
to the bill for th a t reason. 
A step tow ard the consolidation of 
St. Paul and M inneapolis Into one city 
was taken when the house, under sus­ 
pension of the rules, passed a bill for 
the appointm ent by the governor of 
a commission of five citizens from 
each city to draw up a hill which 
would m ake such a consolidation pos­ 
sible, and report the bill to the next 
legislature. 
The bill was introduced 
jointly by J. F. Selb of St. Paul and 
Thomas 
K neeland 
of 
M inneapolis. 
Elghty-one m em bers voted for th e bill, 
some In a spirit of le v ity ,and some 
seriously, and tw elve voted against it. 
It is up to the senate now.

FIVE OTHERS ARE WOUNDED 


Deputies W ho W ent to Arrest Cattle 


Thieves in a Negro Settlement in 


Oklahoma Fired Upon by the Col­ 


ored 
Men— Officers Fled, But Re 


turned 
W ith 
Reinforcements and 


Finally Defeated the Negroes.^ 


Guthrie, Okla., M arch 26.—On the 
Beene of the famous Creek Indian up­ 
rising of last year a t Hickory Settle­ 
m ent, three negroes were killed, five 
wounded and forty captured in a bat­ 
tle between 20 deputy sheriffs and IOO 
negroes. 
Five deputies w ent from H enryetta, 
eighteen miles north, to the negro set­ 
tlem ent 
to 
arrest 
cattle 
thieves 
thought to be concealed in the house 
of one of the negroes. They were met 
a t the outer edge of the camp by a 
party of armed negroes, who refused 
to allow them to enter. 
The deputies 
persisted and w ere fired upon. 
Out­ 
numbered, the five fled. 
A few hours after the first clash, a 
larger posse, heavily armed, reached 
the settlem ent. 
Someone fired a shot 
and the fight was on. 
W hen night 
fell the excitem ent increased and ne 
groes roamed through the woods firing 
and yelling. 
The fight continued as a series of 
duels throughout the night, the ne­ 
groes retreating gradually from tree 
to tree as the deputies advanced, fir­ 
ing steadily. Reaching the settlem ent, 
the negroes barricaded them selves in 
the huts and could not be dislodged. 
At daybreak firing ceased, but later 
the deputies renew ed the attack on 
the negroes, who now numbered IOO, 
against 20 deputies. 
About 300 shots were fired in the 
last encounter, when the two negroes 
w ere killed and Deputy Sheriff Fow­ 
ler wras wounded. 
At the first onslaught the negroes 
w ere dislodged and fled. 
The deputies 
pursued and captured forty. 
Snake Indians aided the negroes in 
th eir fight and several Indians are 
among those arrested. 
Rev. Tim othy Fowler, an aged white 
m inister who accompanied the offi­ 
cers, was fatally wounded. 
All is quiet and no further rioting 
is anticipated.
